At 4th Model Parliament 
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Liberal Amendment Defeated 
As McGill Socialization Upheld 

The fourlh session of McGill's Model Parliament saw 89 
voles cast in favor of the nationalization of McGill University 
«8 against S3 dissenting votes. Supporting tlic Lai)nr ProRrcssivc 
Party government in favor of tijcir bill was the C.C.F., wiiilc the 
Liberals and Conservatives almost unanimously opposed the 
resolution. .. .. 

Main amendment proposed by> 
the Liberal Party was defeated 
by a vote of 98-79. The amend- 
ment expressed the desire to 
leave educatjon in the hands of 
the Government, with some 
modifications— the formation of a 
national tystem of scholarships nn 
Ihe prineiplei of the DVA educa- 
tional allowances. 

EDUCATION FOR ALL 
William Omttein, government 
minister of education, in introduc- 
Ing th» resolution, pointed out the 
deficiencies of the present univcr- 
»ity organlration. He indicated 
Jhat the board of governors was 
representative of big business in- 
eludins on it 18 financiers and 
leading industrialists and three 
•dueators. Due to the present high 
lees, financial discrimination pre- 
vents the greater majority of joung 
people otherwise qualified Irom 
letting a higher education. This, he 
pointed out, was the most wide- 
spread form of discrimination, not 
to mention others that exist at Mc- 
Gill. 

Closing otf the debate for the 
government, John Switrman, Prime 
Minister, stated that the passing of 
the bill provides. for a higher, edu- 
cation for all who have the schol- 
astic standing: and would mean 
that for the first time, it would 
be providing for all the people, 
not only /or the rich minority. 

rurther, he continued, the Bill 
itself ic only the beginning in ihe 
formulation of the best possible 
plan for higher' education involvinj 
the people through the Educators" 
Conference would ensure that edu- 
cation would be improved and con- 
trolled by the people. 

Isadore Rosenfeld, Liberal, asked 
for ihe aupporl -of .all, . regardless 
of party affillàtlonrto defeat the 
■ttempt of a self-avowed totali- 
tarian group, to control the thought 
of the country. He emphasized that 
there were two phases to the reso- 
lution to be considered. First was 
nationalization: second the nation- 
alization was to be implemented by 
a Communistic government. "There 
is no Model Parliament in the Uni- 
versity of Moscow", he stated. 

Progressive Conservative Ian H. 
rraser pointed out the fallacies 
that existed in the bill, and how 
it was merely a communistic trap 
to take away the freedom of choice 
and liberty by meaningless verb- 
iage. Discrimlnation'.WOUld not dis- 
appear if the government took 
ever, he stated, it might lead to

Hughes Cites 
Social Role 
Of Education 



"There is a real kinship of interest 
between the. student of Education 
and the student of Sociology," Pro- 
fessor John . Hughes told over 30 
students yesterday at the fourth 
open lunch-hour meeting of the 
McGill Sociological Society. 

Born and educated in Wales 
Prof. Hughes dealt with the topic 
"Education and Sociology." stress- 
ing the role which the. family and 
the community played in education 
—a role which he termed "more 
important than the schools." 

Prof. Hughes, who has done edu- 
cational work on three continents 
—at the Universities of Wales. 
South Africa and McGill— explain- 
ed that. Education was "the de- 
velopment of the human being 
within society." 

Some of the qualifications for a 
good teacher were pointed out by 
Prof. Hughes. Idealism, a sympathy 
for the young, and above all a 
sense of humor were necessary. "11 
is a most delightful, fascinating 
job'' he staled. 

"We need the kind of teacher 
who sees beyond the school walls, 
into the community and the social 
group," said the speaker, pointing 
out that in this way knowledge of 
sociology was necessary.

Samuel Speaks 
On Situation 
In Palestine

'There are no illegal Jewish 
immigrants into Palestine, but there 
are illegal British enactments 
against Jewish immigration", stated 
Maurice Samuel, author and lect- 
urer on the Palestinian situation 
and other aspects of contemporary 
life, Mr. Samuel lectured to 150 or 
more McGill students yesterday 
under the auspices of the Hillel 
Foundation. His topic was "A Jew- 
ish State in Palestine— Sentiment 
or Necessity?" 

The legality of all Jewish entry 
into Palestine was established by 
the Balfour Declaration of 1017 
which encourages the building of a 
National Home there, and "not just 
a nole-in-the-corncr" of the coun- 
try. The speaker went on to say 
that under the Labour sovernmenl, 
for the fint Uine|iiii420 years was 
there not even a group in Commons 
to uphold the idea of Jewish state. 

The periods of heaviest immi- 
gration have been marked by an 
absence of Arab riots, the speaker 
declared. The Arabs were occupied 
taking advantage of the attendant 
general prosperity, and when, later, 
there were riots against Jewish 
settlements, the participants had to 
be recruited from some distance, 
and did not include the Arab 
neighbours of thç new colonists. 

A national State is a necessity 
because without it Palestine cannot 
"pay off economically. She. must 
be able to control fiscal policies, 
negotiate trade treaties, . and look 
after land and labour problems of 
a developing country. That the 
Jews and not the Arabs are the 
group to do this Mr. Samuel in- 
dicated by several comparisons, 
f Continued on Page 4)

The Royal Canadian Air Force 
plans to inaugurate a summer 
training plan for students to train 
either as pilots or radio navigators 
starting next summer, it was learn- 
ed yesterday in a release from 
R.C.A.F. headquarters. The state- 
ment reads as follows: 

On June 1, 1947 (approx.) the 
RCAF will inaugurate its summer 
training plan whereby selected 
students will be able to train either 
as pilots or radio navigators. 

The duration of these aircrew 
courses will be one year and they 
will be completed over a period of 
3 years by training 14 weeks per 
summer season. 

The following general qualifica- 
tions are required of students un- 
dertaking the training plan. 

(a) They must be unmarried. 

(b) They must have attained 
their eighteenth, but not their 22nd 
birthday, on commencement of 
training, and they must expect to 
graduate in the spring following 
the third year of summer training. 
This age limit is extended for vet- 
erans by the number of years of 
service during World War 11. 

(c) They must be Canadian citiz- 
ens or British subjects. 

(d) They must be medically fit 
acordihg to RCAF standards. 

Candidates selected for aircrew 
training will be chosen from under- 
graduates in any course leading to 
a degree. Preference will be given 
to students of Pure and Applied 
Science courses.

Censorship 




From the "other side of the mountain" cbnies 
the disturbing news of the répercussions of cul- 
tural immaturity. We refer, of course, to the 
recent action of the Quebec Censorship Burèàu 
in refusing -the showing of a French film at ii 
"gala" celebration of the University of Monlretihî 

The film in question, "Les Enfants du ParJ 
die," is a prize film which was produced .in" 
France, and which has been the subject of uijftr 
nimous praise in all the countries in which'-it 
was shown. University of Montreal students 
asked the French government to allow them to 
show the film at their annual gala celebration. 
Acknowledging the request, the French govern- 
ment flèw the film to Canada, instructing the 
French cultural coùnscllor here to make the 
official presentation. 

The Quebec Censorship Bureau, however, put 
1 stop to all this initiative by judging the film 
as undesirable for Quebec consumption, despite 
thé fact that it was to be shown on â non- 
commercial basis, and before à gathering of 
mature university students. The reason given 
was that in the film, one of the characters who 
commits a crime is not punished for his wrong- 
doing. . ' 

Aside from the unfortunate diplomatic re- 
percussion which appears to have ensued— the 
French Counsellor left the gathering bèfore the 
substitute film was shown, with thé attitude 
that the Censorship Bureau's action constituted 
a slight to his country— the whole principle of 
this type of censorship is subject to a great deal 
of criticism. 

Narrow-minded philosophies are unmit- 
Ukàbly the guiding factor behind the of 
censorship which tends to suppress films, litara* 
ture, and other admitted works of art under the 
pretéxt of banishing "distasteful" moral issues. 

And the fact that these "philosophers" have 
seen fit to assumé our University of Montréal 
fellow-students as too" unstable to witness what 
they consider a breàch of the "grand" moral 
Issues which they have set as a basis for their 
ocnsorahip reguhUoni— this fact leads one to 
regard the move with évén grèaler skepticism. 

In our society, we hold a certain degree of 
eènsorship for the young and the mentally un- 
sUblè.to bé desirable, providing it be done oh 
an iatcllectual, broad-minded basis. But to rele- 
gate university student? to this category is to 
deny us the right to attain à full, broad, unbiased 
and complete education. '

It was a welcome change to find a Musician on 
the podium of the orchestra of Lés Concerts Sympho- 
niqvesjda.Montrèàl. It was a relief from a sticcesslon 
oCeo^clors whose lack of musical knowledge was 

-made.up^or by shocks of long grey hair or manufac- 
tured liinps. It would seem that this organization's 
-.empressario has at last realiiedcthatfitconductor'a 
-nfuslcal' worth Is not by any manner of meant Indi- 
cated by his bobbysox appeal 

Charles Muench, the conductor of the Paris Con- 
servatory Orchestra, is an buislanding example of a 
man who allows his great musicianship to speak for 
Itself— without any of these artificial aids to public 
recognition. To see and hear him conduct the Mont- 
real orchestra at a pre-concert rehearsal was more 
than ample proof or his musicianship. 

'His conducting of the Berlioz Symphonie Fan- 
tastique showed true and great understanding he has 
of the music before him, and of his ability to get 
his musicians to play for him as he wishes. Always 
following the score before him with extreme care, 
hé coaxed, cajoled and bullied tha orchestra into 
playing according to thé dictatca of hit interpreta- 
tion. Biit always tharé was humour and understanding 
in his hàndling o| the orchestra members. He was 
quick to appreciate good wor{c and his radiant per- 
sonality and his willingness to forget mUUkes as 
soon as they weVe corrected soon endeared him to 
the musicians who really ^trled hard to please. 

In M. Muench'a hands the lengthy Berlioz aym- 
phony assumed a massive grandeur — if achieved 
greatness. His explanations of the score to the orches- 
tra were numerous but to the point; one was immedi- 
ately conscious of the fact that there was drama in 
the music 'as well as In the program notes drama, 
much finer than the best of the Hitchcock thrlllerf. 

• In a abort interview after the rehearsal.lt was 
discovered that M. Muench's English vocabulary is 
very limited, In fact one became a little suspicious 
when he insisted that the local orchestra was "vairy 
goood". Of American orchestras he had little to say 
beyond "magnifique", "remarkable" and similar tuper- 
latives. ^ 

Mr. Muench also added that hé was returning 
to this continent next sesson. It is up to the listening 
audience to convince the proper auUiorities that this 
great man should and must be héard here again — 
"Iramidiately, 11 not sooner" . . . j jcs.

McOlU ia to be greatly honoured 
this week by the presence of ' Dr. 
Lucien Wol.'e, principal of Rennes 
University, and at present visiUng 
professor at Cornell. 

Or. Wolfe taught English Liter- 
ature at-Rennea for twenty years; 
then he became dean of the faculty 
of arts. In that capacity, he was 
arrested by the Germans for re- 
sistence activities. After being held 
as a hostage;>'forj'a number of 
months, he was aayed in,the nick 
of time by the arrival of thé Amer- 
icans ^ho liberated Rennes. In 
1944, he was appointed principal of 
the university, a position which 
also entails the responsibility of the 
direction of public education for 
the province of Brittany. In this 
position, ha is personally rétpons- 
ible to the minister of education, 
wields wide financial power, and 
runs the whole educational aystem 
of Brittany. 

Nnw St the age of 63, he is jpound* 



ing off hit career aa visiting pro- 
feuor at Cornell, where he is giv- 
ing a course in Comparativfe litera- 
ttire' ahii' one" on < thV romantic 
movement . through Europe. Ha is 
one of the great European authori- 
ties on certain aspects of French 
and English literature, on English 
Romantic poets — especially Keats— 
and on the modern novels of Wells 
and Meredith. . 

McGili 'students will have two 
opportunities to hear Dr. Wolfe 
while he Is In Montreal. On Thurs- 
dny, February 13 at 5 p.m. Dr. 
Wolfe will .^pcak in French on "La 
Jeunesse Française" in the RVC 
Common Room. On Friday, Feb- 
ruary 14 he will discuss "Political 
Parties in France Today." Thia sec- 
ond discourse will he in English, 
and«wlll be presented at M noon in 
Boom 44 of the Arts Building.

CAMPUS ELECTIONS ANDFRES> 
SURE GROUPS 

Thére seems to be a hoary and 
venerable tradition at McGill that 
campus elections must be conduct- 
ed with "decorum". Just what this 
custom implies is not certain, but 
one undoubtedly widespread infer- 
ence is that the election- campaigns 
must be carried on "behind the 
scenes", and that electioneering as 
practised in the fields of national, 
provincial and municipal politics is 
undignified and undesirable. 

The consequence of this long- 
standing opinion Is that candidates 
for election to executive positions 
on the campus have no opportunity 
to address student meetings or 
otherwise to present their views, 
except for a single atatement In the 
"Daily". This In turn resulU In the 
greet majority of students having 
little or no idea of what Issues are 
at stake In the elections; many, in 
fact, do not know any of the can- 
didates, have but a vague notion of 
what positions are open for elec- 
tion, and are completély uninter- 
ested in the outcome. It it a. fact 
that a large proportion of the stu- 
dent body, even in senior year, has 
never voted in a campus election. 

In the polling for positions on the 
Student Council last December, less 
than twenty-five percent of stud- 
ents on the campus voted. 'The 
Daily" has repeatedly nin editor- 
ials both before and after elections, 
pleading with thé student body and 
exhorting it to "get behind the 
Council", to "get out and vote", 
a.nd asking ".Where's Uiat old school 
spirit?" "What", ûks the Dally 
again and again, "is the matter 
with bld'HcOlUr " '- i 

At tha risk of appearing extrem- 
ely gauche, I would like to answer 
this purely rhetorical question. The 
matter with Old McGiU, insofar u 
campus elections are concerned, is 
that our conception of this demo* 
craUc' Voté' it aboiit' aa demberatic 
as the Holy Roman Empire. 

The Idea of holding an election 
without campaigning and election- 
eering ia too ridiculous to bear 
comment Ibt attumption that 
nomineet for office mutt not solicit 
the voles of the electorate, in every 
possible manner . compaUble with 
honuty and decency, is a most 
patent contradiction to the spirit of 
free elections; and the result of 
such an assumption — apathy and 
disinterest on the part of the elect- 
ors—is a defeat of the democratic 
Ideal. . 

We at HcGUl can have truly rap- 
rosentâtive elections in U]a Sht-

dian awareness that our fashions 
need not necessarily be Imported 
from the United States. Canadian 
manufacturers and retailers, who 
formerly demanded the U.S. fashion 
tag, are beginning to realize that 
Canadian désignérs have a great 
deal on the ball, and young Cana 
dians like Beatrice Pines, no longer 
have to migrate south of the bor- 
der, but can slay home, and create 
styles In Canadf.
